gangster smiling at and petting a tiny kitten. Slo­ 
gan for the product: 'Tough But Oh So Gentle."

I think that slogan represents a major need in 
today's world people who are both tough and gen­ 
tle at the same time. Too many people think they 
have to be either one or the other mean or wishy- 
washy.

In olden days, most major arguments were set­ 
tled by fists or lx>ws and arrows or swords or 
hand-guns. The medieval knight was tough, but he 
was all too frequently ignorant and brutal. In to­ 
day's pushbutton warfare, we can no longer afford 
this kind of toughness.

The early American frontier toughs were fu»t 
on the trigger, probably because they weren't edu­ 
cated enough to win many arguments otherwise.

If a tat expert prepares your 
Uv retain Isn't toe responsible 
for mistakes?

No. You arc legally respon­ 
sible (or the accuracy of your 
return. For this reason, check 
It over before sending It in to 
make certain there are no er­ 
rors.

To help avoid delays in pro­ 
cessing your return, have your 
tax expert fill out the pre-ad- 
dressed tax form you received 
tn the mall. This form contains 
your name, address, and social 
security number Just as they 
appear tn IRS files. If any of 
this information Is wrong, cor­ 
rect it, and send It back with 
your return.

tan. Shouldn't I have my re­ 
fund by now? i

Yes, most refund claims 
filed early can be processed in 
fur to six weeks. However. If 
there is a mistake on the re­ 
turn, the refund will be de­ 
layed until It is corrected.

Practically all taxpayers 
have cither received their re­ 
fund or a letter about it within 
10 weeks from the time they 
filed thrir return. Therefore, 
taxpayers should watt at least 
10 weeks before Inquiring 
Hlxnii their refund.

Whether the reimbursement 
is taxable depends on the na- 
lure of the moving expenses 
you were reimbursed lor.

Do you have to be 15 to claim 
the retirement Income credit' 
I retired at 12 and the credit 
would help me.

If you received a pension or 
annuity under a public retire 
ment system (one established 
by the federal government, a 
state, county, city, etc .), you 
may be entitled to a retirement 
income credit even though you 
are not 65. Thus credit, which is 
computed on Schedule B 
(Form 1040), is discussed on 
page B-3 of the instructions.

Copies of the form and in­ 
structions may be obtained 
from your local IKS office or, 
in many cases, your post office

your reasons for requesting an 
extension, whether you filed 
returns on time for the three 
prtoi years and if you were re­ 
quired lo file an estimated lax 
return for the tax year for 
which the extension is re­ 
quested. If an estimate was 
filed give details on amounts 
and dates paid.

The application must be sub­ 
mitted well before the due dale 
of the return so that your ri- 
turn can be filed on time If the 
request for extension of time is 
denied. ...
